Tho heaviest 
damage to trees In tho park wan done on 
tho.north and south sides, extending the 
fall length of tho woodlawn, with the ex- 
ception of tho northwest corner, wbvro Is 
located' what Is called tho "Homo of tho 
Oak».," Thoro tho beautiful woodlawn is 
untouched, ag far an any material damage, 
In concerned. Tho grand and trimly lin- 
den troo section Is a complete wreck. 
Thu sprnco, poplars, pines, birch and ce- 
dars, stilYured most. The park contains 
rnro specimens of w"ood from ovory part 
of tho world, Many of those most rare 
lire 
completely demolished. Tho loss 


financially will probably roach, by a fair 
estimate, $10,000, and thoro Is much dam- 
age that can not bo computed In money. 
Many of thcsu valuable trees wcro grown 
from sinall twigs, and cnnio from Edlu- 
burg, .Scotland. 


None of the valuable plants In the gar- 


den wore destroyed, but ninny woro bruis- 
ed and otherwise defaced, and some will 
require about four years,-boforo thoy will 
regain their former beauty and symmetry.

ChurohnDo Not Forfeit Their BlfhU by 


Giving Strawberry F«ttval«. 


An opinion has been given by Assistant 


Attorney General Newell, regarding tax- 
ation of religious or church property. 


A tax assessor asked the following ques- 


tion: "Is It the duty of the assessor to 
list for taxation the property of religious 
societies because the church buildings of 
suob societies have been used for lectures 
and entertainments at which an admission 
fee was charged?" 


In reply the assistant attorney general 


states that It is not. He says: 


It is a rule of oonstrncton that all laws 


exempting property from the general bur- 
dens of taxation aro to bo strictly con- 
strued and all 'doubts resolved in favor of 
tho state. It is true that the property of 
a religious purposes or worship; but the 
more temporary or occasional use of a 
church building for lectures and enter- 
tain m on 19, where such uso does not inter 
fere wltfi the coeds of religious worship, 
and is such as may be determined at any 
time being merely permissive and volun- 
tary, is not sufficient to subject such prop- 
erty to a forfeiture of tho right of exemp- 
tion. It is not your duty as assessor to 
assess such property because it has been 
occasionally used forlec'tures or entertain- 
ments and admission charged therefore. 
Tho use of tho -property, in order to for- 
feit tho right, must be something more 
than shown In tho Inquiry,"

Another Death at New Baden. 


Vandaliu, 111., June 1.—On Thursday, 


following the great storm in St. Louis, 
there was found on a farm in the north- 
western port of this (Fayotto) oounty a 
piece of tar roofing paper fully a yard 
square. Sixteen miles west of here, near 
Smlthsboro, a photograph of two young 
girls,presumably sisters,bearing the name 
of n St. Louis photographer, was found In 
William Dofrees''dooryard the next morn- 
Ing after tho storm. As St. Louis lies in 
a southwesterly direction, and the course 
of the storm being from the southwest to 
northwest, It is very probable that these 
articles wore carried that distance by the 
wind,

ROW AT ST. LOUIS. 


Cltlxens to fTake .Charge of Belief Funds 


and Ask for Help. 


From the Dally of Tuesday. 


Parties la from St. Louis today state 


that there Is something bf a row at the 
stricken olty over the refusal of Mayor 
Wolbridge and the newspapers to accept 
outside aid. 
Citizens are to meet tonight 


and take tho matter in their own bands 
and make a general appeal for help. The 
people throughout the country stand 
ready to help. 
A telegram from St. 


Louis states that n '' sharp disagreement 
has arisen among tho different members 
of the relief committee. 
Many desire to 


ask outside assistance, whilu others op- 
pose. At a meet Ing of the executive com- 
mittee ot the relief committee, hold Mon- 
day, much time was given over to thu dis- 
cussion of the misunderstanding that has 
gone abroad concerning the attitude of 
the committee on tho subject of outside 
relief. From a concensus of opinion of 
the members of the executive committee 
It is the Impression of tho men and wo- 
men who havo the work of relief in charge 
that St. Louis is perfectly justified in ac- 
cepting ovory kind offer of assistance. 
There are a number who believe that nn 
appeal should bo made to the outsido for 
help. This is based largely on the as- 
sumption that the ' full realization of the 
enormity ot tho calamity that has over- 
taken the city has not yet come to tho 
people. It is estimated that over fifteen 
hundred persons were provided by the re- 
lief committee w!th§|food and clothing 
during yesterday."

Some of the Storm Places Vlnitetl by De- 


catur People—The Crowd. 


Of the hundreds of Docatur people who 


visited St, Louis Sunday to.view tho de- 
struction of the cyclone there were few 
whose conoeptons of the magnitude of the 
territory covered by the storm and of the 
great destruction of buildings, furuiture, 
foliage and other improvemouts,aud other 
home embellishments, were anywhere near i 
what they saw as_a realitv. The destruc- 
tion of residences,arid railroad buldlugs 
including round houses, north of the 
bridge in East St. Louis, was almost com- 
plete. One peculiarity of this lies in the 
fact that (the territory wus very low 
ground, much lower than the ground the 
tornado traversed in St. Louis und it is 
also true that m St. Louis the storm was 
severest wnere tbe ground was lowest. 
That part of East St Louis east of the 
approach to the Ends bridge also suffered 
severely but few buildings were razed to 
thu ground us in tbo case of thoso north 
of the bridge. 


It is quite evident Irom observation 


that there is a limit to tbo power of tbo 
t-rnado, for example tho territory swept 
by tho storm north of tho Eads bridge in 
East St. Louis is at least 75 feet lower 
than the top of tho bridge. 
Tho top of 


the bridge was pretty thoroughly disman- 
tled while the body of the bridge was un- 
harmed. It is very clear that tho body of 
the bridge withstood the storru as all tho 
buildings and shipping closo to tho bridge 
ana far beneath it were wrecked. This is 
noticeable in St. Louis also where some 
buildings withstood the fury of the storm 
to a greater degree than others. 
While 


this is true it is also true that thero ware 
weak spots in tho tornado as occasionally 
all the buildings woro damaged more or 
less whilo in the same location there is 
one or more that apparently wero un- 
touched. Tho sumo phenomena is observ- 
ed as to trees. One or two often stand as 
monuments unscathed among their pros- 
trate broken and shivered companions, 
whilo in other cases only one or two trees 
out of tho many suffered destruction, 


The twisting feature of tho storm is 


shown by tbe way the trees in Lafayette 
park aro thrown. A direct wind would 
have thrown them in all in one direction, 
but in this case they are found lying in all 
directions, while some of them aro twisted 
as if sorao strong power had deliberately 
seized them by tho top and twisted them 
until the fibres were separated into basket 
stuff and turned into a ropo. Tho leaves 
of the trees in most oases woro switched 
out until nothing remained but the ribs. 
Sticks and splinters were hurled through 
toe air and driven into brick walls and 
throughjweather boarding and plastering 
like arrows thrown form an ancient spring 
gun. In many cases brick walls have been 
pierced by heavy scantling or joieo knock- 
ing holes through them not unlike tho 
holes mndu by ball or shell fired from can- 
non. 
In one cose a disc over ono foot 


in diameter was blown out of a plate glass 
window and neither the circle or the other 
portion of tbo glass was cracked. 
In 


nearly all cases excepting chimneys and 
stacks the brick fell forward showing it 
was done by tho power of the vacuum pro- 
duced by tho storm which drew them out 
by suction. 
Near tho power bouse which 


was demolished and where four men wore 
killed, crushed by the collapsing of a 
brick smoke stack 250 feet high, tho roof 
of a two-story brick residence was blown 
away and a costly piano, in some way, 
was lifted out of one of the upper rooms 
and carried away and has not been seen 
since, Kepresentoives of the Republican 
wero invited into the house once tho pala- 
tial three story brick, residence of Philip 
Stock, secretary of the St. Loujs Browing 
Association.

Ho charges 
3 50 and $4 per acre, and rents for but 
ne year at a time, although his leases 
re always renewed, if the tenant has been 
satisfactory ono. He fences his farms 
nd thoroughly tiles them, but makes no 
ther improvements. His tenants are al- 
owed to make any improvements they 
ilcase in the way of buildings, etc., and 
heso remain the personal property of the 
enants. Thoy are disposed of to succcs- 
ivo tenants, at prices agreed on between 
Jiemselves. 
These improvements arc 


lommonly k'nown as "leases'' and are not 
"frequently disposed of for twice their 
ictmal wortli, so as to get possession of 
the land. No "leases" can be disposed of 
without the consent of Mr. Scully or his 
agents unless they are to bo removed 
rom the Scully land, when no consent is 
necessary. Last season Mr Scully Is said 
to have remitted about $50.000 In rents, 
to bis tenants who bad failed to raise good 
crops of oats. Mr. Scully is a very plain 
old gentleman who wears a suit of old 
fashioned clothes thnt the average man 
wonld look at twice before be would put 
them on for Sunday.

AH attempt* to make the money ques- 


tion tho main IMUB In tbe coming cam- 
paign most fall. Tbe country knows the 
bad and uncertain condition of butlness 
Is not duo to tho money question, bat to 
the Inability of our people to consume—to 
their Inability to sell labor and products 
to get money. Writing of tbli feature of 
tho campaign Walter Wellman says Rome 
very sensible things.

There U some Interesting nnd Impor- 
tant gossip from Inside circles In Wnll 
street.

There were also 
deputations of all tho regiments of Ger- 
miiny, Austria nnd England, of which 
the o'/ar Is titular chief.

ity.

free trade, free silver and Henry George's 
single tax theories together with some 
other populist and toolnllstlc dogmas, nnd 
this yonr tho main Issue presented In the 
Prohibition party by these domngogues Is 
tho free coinage of silver at n ratio of IS 
to 1. Dishonest money has become tho 
rook upon which tho Prohibition party is 
about to split. It was this tbat caused 
tho disturbance In the convention at 
Plttsburg and made It neccsary to call In 
tho police to preserve order. All this Is 
duo to tho demagogues in the party who 
bare been controlling II for the past eight 


years. It Is dne to the St Johns, the 
Helen Gougors and that class of people 
and It means that in tbe coming cam- 
paign tbe party will be practically wiped 
oat of existence. Those who want free 
silver and free trade will go to the Demo 
crats or Populists and those who want 
honest money and prosperity will go to 
the Republican puny.

Decoration Day. 


The declaration of principles npon 


which this government Is built is found 
not In the constitution, but iu that raag- 
nloflent document known as the " Decla- 
ration of Independence." How few peo- 
ple there nro who fully realize what a gov- 
ernment Is worth to them—what a gov- 
ernment moans. They enjoy tho liber- 
ties and protection of the 'government 
without estimating Us value to them and 
what it cost to secure and establish it. 
Tho story of Lexington and Bunker Hill 
and Valley Forge, the sufferings endured 
by our revolutionary forefathers and fore- 
mothers nnd the deaths and wounds of 
the revolutionary soldiers,nnd the expense 
Incurred In that war tell In a measure 
what It cost to free this government and 
redeem It from tbe tyranny of Great 
Britain. The death and wounds and ex- 
panse of the war of 1813 also adds to the 
cost of this government that protects ns. 
Not a man living who enjoys the protec- 
tion of this the greatet and freest govern- 
ment of all offered his life or shed a drop 
of blood to establish the government or to 
protect Its honor in 1819 or In the revolu- 
tionary war. All American citizens en- 
joy whut was won by tho sacrifices of 
those who fough in that early day. 
It 


would, therefore, it is supremest kind 
of ingratitude not to appreciate the gov- 
ernment won and defended by such sarl- 
flcos and such patriotism, and yet many 
of our citizens are guilty of that very 
crime. Thousands of men died in those 
wars and were not permitted to enoy the 
blessings which their blood won for oth- 
ers. 


Tbe Deolaatlon of Independence asserts 


the beautiful doctrine that all men ore 
created equal that they are endowed with 
certain inalienable rights among which 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness; that to secure these rights govern- 
ments aro Instituted among men which 
derive their just powers by the consent of 
tho governed. This great principle of 
government by the consent of the govern- 
ed was established by the forefathers on 
the field of battle. This Is the inherit- 
ance wo received and enjoy at their hands 
and nt their expense. But in I860 there 
was an attempt to destroy that Inherit 
unco—to destroy tho government and men 
were called to protect the government 
from those who thought to destroy it. 
Three hundred thousand loyal men sacri 
flocd their lives and a million more were 
maimed to preserve the government from 
dissolution. Those who died to preserve 
the government died for those who live 
and are protected by the government. 
Those who were crippled were crippled for 
those who live to enjoy the blessings of 
the govormuent they saved. It Is passing 
strange thnt there are American citizens 
who do not appreciate this foot because 
they do not know the value of a govern- 
ment. But there aro millions who nro 
gratified for tho blessings that the death 
and wounds and hardships of others has 
brought to them, and this latter class 
show their appreciation by aiding in keep- 
ing up the remembrance of those who 
fought thnt thu government might nol 
parish from the earth. On decoration day 
they may bo found doing whot they can 
to decorate the graves of tho departed pa 
trlots to whoso lives they owe so much. 


They recognize tbo snored ness of deco- 


ration dny nnd nro never in sympathy 
with thnt disposition which ia becoming 
too prevalent to make decoration n holi 
dny for all sorts of amusement Instead of 
a day to do honor to those who can never 
bo repaid for the sacrifices they made to 
preserve tho government, without which 
those who desecrate the dny nnd hnve no 
concern for the gift of tho dead, could not 
pursue life nnd liberty with thnt nssur- 
nnoo and freedom they enjoy. The great- 
est sin In a government of the people 
Is tho sin of Ingratitude to those who died 
for tho people. 


Cyclone and Tornado. 


The terrible tornado which swept 


through St. Lords nnd caused the loss of 
90 many human lives and so much prop- 
erty boa pressed tho subject of tornadoes 
nnd cyclones upon tho attention of every 
body and many wondor what canses such 
disturbances. Tho best and most com- 
prehensive explanation Is that made by 
Prof, Thomas C. Chamberlain of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. It Is as follows: 


A cyclone Is caused by the blowing of 


a heavy, cold stratum of air over a light, 
warm moisture, and a tornndo Is a part 
of a cyclone. Tho Idea held by a great 
mnny Is thnt a tornado is a different phe- 
nomena from a cyolone, but such Is not 
tbo case. From a distance, we hnvo 
found that tornadoes aro always located 
In tbo southeast part of the cyclone and 
move from right to left. In the center of 
tho cyclone, and tornado, also, Is n partial 
vacuum, which is responsible for the up- 
rooting of trees and roofs. Tbe ordinary 
conditions procodlnga tornado are a thun- 
der-storm, moving from west to oast, and 
a warm, moist, wind which blows direct- 
ly agnlnst the storm cloud. Behind tbe 
cloud ls a heavy, cold current, and It Is 
the contact of the warm wind with tbe 
cold current that causes tho eruption. As 
soon as tho two currents meet, n funnel- 
shaped cloud Is formed, which usually 
moves a trifle toward tbo east and then 
descends. One peculiarity which I have 
observed in connection with tornadoes Is 
thnt no lightning Is visible. A cyclone Is 
usually about 100 miles in width and 


an twenty to thirty miles in length. A 


tornndo varies from about one-eighth of a 
mile to a mile In width and thirty to 
forty miles In length. I happened to be 
np in Northern Michigan after tbe big 
Lake Superior tornado and saw a place in 
tho woods where a swath one mile wide 
and twenty miles long bad been made by 
;he tornado. Chicago is somewhat snscep- 
;lble to cyclonic eruptions, as the Influ- 
ence of Lake Michigan is not sufficiently 
strong to offset the peculiar condition of 
.bo surface around the city. High bnild- 
•ngs.contrary to tbe idea of • great many, i 


do not interfere much with the progress 
of a well developed tornado. Cyclonic 
eruptions are more likely to occur in the 
spring than at any other time, as tbe cold 
winds from tbe north and tbe warm cur- 
rents from tba south frequently meet. 
Tbe speed of a tornado is about 200 miles 
an hour and tbe pressure about 300 
pounds to tbo foot. 


Honest-Money Democrats. 


From tho genuine enthusiasm tbat stir- 


red tbe honest money Democrats at their 
meeting In Chicago Thursday night It Is 
evident tbat they Intend to give tho Alt- 
geld crowd a very bard rub. There were 
no signs of discouragement. On the con- 
trary, plans for the thorough organization 
of the city were discussed In a way to car- 
ry terror to the ranks of the hostile fac- 
tion. There seems to be no doubt that 
It will be an easy matter to greatly out- 
number the vote that was cast at the re- 
cent 
farainl and dishonest primaries. 


Tho silveritos claimed thut this vote 
amounted to 15,000, but the gold men sny 
that tt was less than 3,1550. It must nec- 
essnrily have been small, because the poll- 
Ing booths wore few nud far between, the 
purpose being to prevent voting, not to 
facilitate it. 


A careful organization of all tho wards 


will undoubtedly bring out n vote which 
will provo that in Cook county at least 
Democracy is strongly opposed to the free 
coinage of silver.

ST. Louis, May 27| 10 p. m.—An extra 


Post-Dispatch, just issued, contains the 
following double-column cyclone head- 
ing: "Hundreds Slain by a Terrible 
Storm—St. Louis City Hospital is in 
Ruins, with Patients Burning 
to 


Death—Seven Fine Steamboats Blown 
Away—One Span of the Eads Bridge is 
Gone—East St. Louis .is Being De- 
stroyed by Fire—Death and Desola- 
tion Everywhere," and it is feared 
that daylight and later details will 
more than verify the dismal caption. 


Facts gathered at random by report- 


ers who stumbled in the dark at every 
step over wreckage of destroyed or 
damaged buildings, roofs, awnings and 
signs, are presented below, and doubt- 
less constitute but meagre details of 
the most destructive cyclone that has 
ever visited this country. 
. 


At about 5:10 o'clock p. m. a storm, 


presaged by half an hour of increasing 
darkness that had now become as black 
as night itself, burst upon St. Louis. 
The sky was yellowish. The wind 
began 
to whistle 
ominously and 


staunch 
buildings began to rock, 


and 
a few 
minutes later those 


who were in buildings that with- 
stood 
the 
fury 
of 
the 
storm 


were 
terrified by crashing sounds 


of falling buildings and collapsing 
roofs and chimneys, in the immediate 
neighborhood, and many a person un- 
used to prayer sent up an involuntary 
"God spare and deliver us!" 
The de- 


structive work of the storm kfng was 
soon accomplished and breaking light 
in the east brought relief and hope to 
beating hearts, and before the rain 
which fell in torrents had ceased thou- 
sands ventured forth to satisfy their 
curiosity or to hasten to nthe presence 
of loved ones of whoso \ssfety they 
would be assured. 


At 0:30 a second. storm came up, 


though of less intensity, apparently. 
The waning day grew almost into 
night again. The, sky, which., for a 
short time had lightened up, Became 
•gain that ominous yellow which one* 
seen is never forgotten. The (treats 
were full of people, vainly trying to 
get home. All the trolley cars were 
stopped and work people, many of 
them living from five to seven miles 
distant, had the uninviting prospect of 
a walk through darkened streets 
under drenching skies to encounter. 


The Olive-street cars were the only 


ones running, and they were utterly 
inadequate to transport a tenth of the 
west-bound crowds surging through 
the streets. When the storm broke 
the second time the people hurried 
from the street into adjacent stores, 
and many showed aymptoma of de- 
cided alarm. 


B«v»« Steamboat* and Th» Cr«w« Thought 


to be I>o*t. 


Frank Matthews, C. Edwards,Charles 


Bennett, Fred Badgers and Ed Chap- 
lin were the only men saved on the 
steamer Pittsburg. 


The Pittsbnrg is a Diamond Jo boat. 


She was tied at the wharf at the foot 
of Washington avenue. 


"The storm came from the east," 


said Matthews, "and the boat plunged 
right out into the river and began 
spinning around like a top. 
"A beam hit me and I j'imped into 


the water. Four other men followed 
me. Then the boat went right to the 
bottom. 


"The five swam around for three- 


quarters of an hour and were finally 
picked up by a man named Johnson, 
who was out in the river with three 
skiffs. 


"The rest of the men, I think are all 


drowned, unless it is Capt. Bowles. 


"I saw the Dolphin coming down 


the river. As she tipped up I saw a 
man leap, but a beam struck him 
across the back and he never came up. 


The Monroe passed us going like the 


wind. I could see the frightened pas- 
sengers and then the boat was lifted 
clear out of the water. 


The towboat Dolphin is a wreck, ly- 


ing bottom up in midstream at the 
foot of Olive street. 


The City of Vicksburg, the City of 


Providence and the City of Monroe dis- 
appeared in the storm. 


They are thought to be lost. 
The Providence had her crew on 


board, but she had up steam, and it is 
barely possible that she made lee-way 
and saved herself from being crushed 
on the east shore. 


The Vioksburg's boilers were cold. 
Engineer Breecher, who had just left 


her, says there was no one on board 
but the watch crew of about three 
men. 
She is almost certainly lost, with 


all on board. 


The Dolphin had three men on 


board. 


She was moored just below the 


bridge. 


No one knows whether the crew got 


off or not. 


Through the darkness the frightened 


crowd on shore saw the boat lifted up 
out of the water till her hull was ex- 
posed, then topple over. 


She was covered momentarily by the 


waves, when -the bottom of her bow 
was seen. 


She seemed aground. 
Her crew are supposed to be in her. 
The Providence and the Vicksburg 


were moored at Olive street. 


The hawsqr and stern lines of both 


snapped like burnt tow, and they 
drifted away—nobody knows where. 


The city of Monroe was preparing to 


leave the Anchor Lino wharf. 
She 


was blown straight across the river. 


It is believed she was beached on the 


east side without loss of life. She had 
a good crowd of passengers and her 
full crew. 


Just as the storm cloud lifted a barge 


was seen tossing on the waves. 


On board were a man, two • mules 


and a wagon. 


The man was making signals of dis- 


tress just as the barge was lost to 
sight. It probably sank. 


A. D. Taylor, a soda boy on the 


Vickaburg, was the last one to leave 
the boat. 
He said that the boat 


plunged for the river, and the crew 
made a rush for the levee. Some of 
them escaped, and the rest went whirl- 
ing down the river, God knows where. 


Two men are now hanging to the 


center pier of the big bridge. They 
were on the Dolphin No. 2. She was 
tied above the bridge, but the wind 
tore her loose and hurled her against 
the pier. She tipped over, and as she 
did so the two men caught the pier and 
hung on, with the black waters swirl- 
ing around them. 


Two men are said to have been killed 


on the City of Quinoy. She lay above 
the bridge, but no one knows where 
she is now. 


She makes the fifth boat lost. 
At OliO p. m. the Ciiy of Monroe was 


seen across the river, on the east shore, 
apparently safe, but badly dismantled. 


Grave fears are felt for the Grand 


Republic, which was on her way from 
Alton hero when the storm broke. 


She took a big load out this morn- 


ing. 


The Henry Sackman, the Providence 


and City of Monroe are also safe on 
the Illinois side, opposite Chouteau 
avenue. 
Ou the Levee. 


The full force of the storm was felt 


on the levee. 


From Broad way east the devastation 


teemed to increase. 


Hoofs of houses, piles of brick and 


mortar, splintered 
signboards, and 


masses of tangled wire obstructed 
every street leading to the river. 


Commercial alley, between Second 


and Main street from Olive to Chest- 
nut is impassable. It is full of roofing 
and walls of buildings. No one house 
was leveled, but few escaped with 
whole walls. 


The levee sidewalk is covered with 


debris. 


Thousands of men are crowded down 


to the river front, wild with excite- 
ment. 


Men are looking for the boats on 


which their friends and relatives were, 
and here and there in the crowd are 
anxious women wringing their hands. 


The Mississippi Valley Transporta- 


tion Co. barge was blown away as was 
tlie Eagle Packet Co. wharfboat and 
that of the Diamond Joe line. 
Noth- 


ing is known of their whereabouts or 
condition. The Anchor line wharf- 
boat is the only wharfboat safe on this 
side. The steamer Henry Laurey is 
also safe.

The Eda'a Bridge Serlomly Damag-etf. 
The eastern abutment of the Bads 


bridge on which the ticket office is lo- 
cated was blown down. 
The wood 


and stone work fell upon the railroad 
tracks below, suspending traffic. 


Tons of masonry are to be remoTed. 


Hundreds of people trying to get 
across the river are held up as there is 
no communication between the cities. 
Scores of fires started in East St. 
Lonis as the result of falling build- 
ings. All of Bloodv Island was swept. 


Annotber Account. 


The driveway of the Eads bridge 


from the lower to the first pier on the 
East St. Louis side is a crumbled mass 
of mortar and granite lying thick on 
the railroad tracks. 
Parts of the 


tower and of pier No. 1 were also torn 
away. 


All along the bridge the iron rods 


are twisted and much of the railing 
wrenched from its fastenings. 


The bridge station windows were all 


smashed to smithereens and in some 
places the wooden block* were torn up 


j?a> fury. 
._. 


EAST ST. Louis, May 28.—As far a* 


the eye can reach up and down the 
river, death and desolation, wreck and 
ruin, range from one end of the town 
to the other. 


Scarcely a house remains standing 


in sight of the wind-distorted bridge 
of iron and steel, which it was thought 
could withstand the most furious as- 
saults of the elements for generations. 


The corps of reporters which crossed 


the bridge at daylight gazed upon the 
most appalling spectacle. 


Crawling through the shapeless mass 


of masonry andiron that impeded their 
progress on the bridge, they came 
shortly into the thick of this carnival 
of the elements' carnage. 


On every side lay the bodies of dead 


horses, overturned freight cars, dis- 
.mantled homes with blear-eyed, dazed 
with sorrowful human beings groping 
about, sobbing and moaning in the 
utter paralysis of thought. 


They knew not what to 'do, and 


wandered aimlessly about, charmed 
by the very horror of the scene. 


On either side of the roadway the 


railroad yards were torn into a horri- 
ble burlesque on chaos. Great, heavy 
freight cars had been lifted irom the 
tracks in their entirety and hurled 
yards away, plunging down embank- 
ments and landing bottom side up in 
the morasses and marshes of the is- 
land. 


Somestimes the trucks had remained 


on the track, the bodies being literally 
torn from them and hurled in indis- 
criminate confusion hither and thither. 


Mixed with this great mass of rail- 


road debris were the former homes of 
people who had lived down around this 
part of town. 


Parts of different houses were thrown 


together, seeming more like the ruin 
of one home rather than an aggrega- 
tion of different firesides. 


The long low line of frame houses 


that stood to the right of the bridge 
where the bridge trolley met the loca/ 
street cars is gone. 
Not even the 


wreckage is in sight. The ground is 
almost swept clean. 


Further on a brick house stands by 


the roadway. Part of the roof is gone. 


The front wall of the second story 


has been blown out and there can be 
aeen the whole contents of the room. 
By one of those freaks of the storm 
the contents of the bed room have 
been untouched. With the roof and 
front wall gone the pictures even are 
still hanging on the walls. A lamp 
stands on the little center table and 
the bed, but for the black stains of 
mud and water, stands still untouched, 
in perfect order. 


Across the street from this house 


was a white horse, with a great bloody 
(tain on bis side. His team mate is 
twenty yards beyond, both dead. 
The wagon they were hauling, a great 
heavy dary, was hurled upside down, 
with its wheels twisted oft and splin- 
tered against an iron pior of the big 
bridge. 


Looking far off to the right, the 


ruins of the East St. Louis Cold Stor- 
age Co. loom up, and nearer to the wa- 
ter the shattered remnants of the Keh- 
lor mills. 


By the water's edge are the battered 


steamboats, thrown high and dry upon 
the shore, deserted now, all save the 
City of Quincy. A bedraggled horse 
could be seen standing weakly on the 
slanting deck, with head down and 
tail blown away by the wind—a mis- 
erable picture. 


A little closer to the bridge a tre- 


mendous barge, loaded with iron, is 
lying half on its side, the ond nearest 
Wie water half torn away. 


At the left the relay depot still looms 


up intact, but tho devastation about 
it is unspeakable. 


The Vundalia and Chicago, Burling- 


ton & Quincy and other freight depots 
are wiped from the face of the earth. 
A smoldering mass of charred ruins 
shows where the tletzel mills once 
stood. 


The Tremont and the Mantel houses 


are totally demolished, the latter hav- 
ing been blown into Cahokia creek. 


Mrs. 
Hayes, the wife of the pro- 


prietor of the Tremont house, was 
killed and her son desperately injured 
The proprietor escaped. Three others 
are supposed to be now in the ruins, 
and men can be seen working to re- 
cover tho bodies. 


No one is supposed to have been 


killed in the Mantel! house. 


vJudge Foutz, of V.indalia, 111., a 


special judge in the aqueduct cases, 
was in this hotel and was fatally in- 
jured. 


Martell was reported dead, but later 


turned up alive. 


Death in the Vaudalia freight depot 


was rampant. Cashier Frank McCor 
mick, Yardmaster Joe Franks ana 
Albert Valkman are known to be dead. 
Frank Bland and Dan Kelly were re- 
ported to be dead, but later it was 
found that they were only injured. 


Cashier Font, of the Illinois Central, 


was killed in the crash 'which carried 
away the freight depot of that com- 
pany. 


The residence portion of the town, 


Ball and Pennsylvania avenues and 
Gross park, were spared almost en- 
tirely. So far as known, no one was 
injured in that section. 


When the storm came up Mayor Ba- 


der was in the city hall. 
He ran for 


the police station, but was thrown 
down an embankment and stunned. 
He was rescued from a lot of debris 
by Detective Hickey and later recov- 
ered enough to help with the rescue 
work. 


•He'humnnty continued CD mcrcaso 
from day to day. The mean tempera- 
tue averaged from 3 dejr. to 13 dee. 
above the normal each day, while the 
humidity ranged from. 7 to 20 per cent, 
above the mean for this season of the 
year. 


Wednesday morning the weather 


map showed low pressure still overly- 
ing the west, with its center of de- 
pression extending in an irregular 
oval from the Texas Panhandle north- 
ward through western Kansas into 
western Nebraska. Throughout the 
state of Missouri high temperatures 
and humidity prevailed with southerly 
winds. 
The 
popular 
term "warm 


and muggy" will apply up to 4 p. in. 
The storm center moved slowly east- 
ward during the day, and at 7 p. m. 
was central in northwestern Illinois, 
bringing the state of Missouri in the 
southeast quadrant about 5 p. m., the 
usual seat of development of severe 
local storms. The barometer com- 
menced to fall at noon, at by 3 p. in. 
had fallen 0.13. About this time the 
sky became thickly covered with cu- 
mulus-stratus clouds, but in reverse 
position, the rounder portions being 
underneath; by 3:30 p. m. these clouds 
had settled into a uniform masf of 
stratus clouds, which commenced to 
assume a light green color in the 
northwest. 


The green-colored cloud continued 


to 
advance 
from 
the 
northwest, 


spreading more towards the west 
and north, and at tho same time 
the temperature commenced to fall. 
The normal cyclonic circulation thus 
brought winds of unlike temperature 
and humidity into superposition, with 
the result that a decided instability of 
the atmosphere was produced and a 
violent secondary storm center was 
created as indicated by continued fall- 
ing of the barometer 
At five o'clock 


the barometer indicated a fall of .2.) 
inches since noon, and the winds were 
becoming variable with a tendency 
toward the north. 
Thunder 
and 


lightning had commenced at 4:08 p. m,, 
and rain in the form of largo scattered 
drops at 4:43 p. m. At 5:04 p. m. the 
storm broke forth in all its fury. 


The wind dhanged suddenly north- 


west with rapidly increasing velicity— 
rain fell in torrents; the green clouds 
still remained in, the west and north, 
but the storm moved from northwest 
toward southeast, and large, anery- 
looking, detached masses of eumulo- 
stratus clouds moved from almost 
every point of the compass, crossing 
each other with great rapidity. At 
5:15 p. m. the wind reached a velocity 
of 80 miles per hour from the north- 
west, the 
greatest 
velocity ever 


reached in the history of the St. Louis 
station. From 5:20 to 5:30 p. m. the 
barometer fell 0 30 inches, reading at 
the latter time S9-35 inches. 


It rose almost instantly 0.30 inches 


to 29.74 inches, aud then continued in 
a series of irregular and decided oscil- 
lations until after 10 p. m. At 5:30 p. 
m. the wind had fallen to about twelve 
miles per hour, and shortly after 
changed directions to the southeast. 
Thb rain fell in toronts; from 4:04 p. 
m. to 7 p. m. 2:15 inches fell, and at 
0:05, when it ceased, 3-M inches in all 
had fallen. 


From 5:04 to 0:04 p. m., 1.3H inches 


fell, and from «:J5 to 0:35 p. m., 0.62 
inches fell. 


The outer edge of the path of the 


storm through the city, as near as can 
be determined, was from northwest- 
west to southeast, curving in the ex- 
treme northwest portion of the city, 
somewhat toward the east, so that a 
portion of the city, approximately 
west of Union avenue, experienced but 
little of its effects as far as the Wind 
was concerned. 


The storm then continued more in a 


southerly direction until the southern 
limits of the city were reached, when 
it turnedjinoru to the eastward and 
northeastward, and moved across the 
river to East St. Louis 


The entire city within this boundary 


experienced the full effects of the 
storm. The direction of the wind was 
from northwest to northeast during the 
high wind aud re named so until 5:55 
p. m., when it shifted to east-southeast. 
The velocity decreased very rapidly 
after 5:25 p. m., so that during the 
second rahistorm it did not reach a 
velocity higher than twenty miles. 


The electrical display during the 


storm was of exceeding brilliancy. 


The whole west and northwest sky 


was an almost continual blazoof light, 
and the reflection could be seen be- 
yond the clouds extending far into the 
southern sky. Intensely vivid flashes 
of forked lightning were present, be- 
ing vividly outlineu in ^rcon, blue and 
bright yellow colors against the dull 
yellow background of the never-ceas- 
ing- sheet li^htninjj. 
This display 


lasted as loii£ as did the rain, but oc- 
casional flashes continued to be seen 
after 10 p. in.

Over forty St. Louis churches were 


smitten by the elements Wednesday 
night. 


Rain poured into the uuroofod build* 


inirs, flooded the basenieut.ia.nd ruined 
the furniture. 


Falling steeples added to tho gen — 


eral havoc. 


Nearly every church near the deso- 


late districts that escaped damage is 
used for hospital and shelter pur- 
poses. 


The houses of worship around La- 


fayette park, all of them of the cost- 
liest kind, felt the blow more than the 
others. 


The Presbyterian church at Missouri 


and Albion was damaged, llcv. S. C. 
Palmer is its pastor. Ills home, at 
the eastern front of the park, was de- 
molished. 
The roof of the church, 


landed near the center of Lafayette 
p^rk. The church was of rough stone, 
and its Sunday-school is, next to Wan— 
amakcr's in Philadelphia, the largest 
in the United States. 


Lafayette Park M. E. church. Rev. 


S. C. Werlein, pastor, at Missouri and 
Laf.iyette, was partly ruined by the 
falling- steeple. The piuk stone walls 
littered the vacant lot on the north, as 
well as the auditorium. This church 
is noted for the socialihity of its young 
people. 


On the north side of the park, corner 


of Armstrong and Park, is the Church, 
of the Unity. This is a white stone 
building, rather small, and is on an 
elevation. The roof was lifted off and 
deposited in sections in the park. 


Southeast of the park is the BapMsi 


church, at Lafayette and Mississippi, a. 
brick building, which sxistained about 
88,000 damage. The Baptist Orphans* 
home, immediately east, was partly 
wrecked. 


Southwest of Lafayette park, Mt. 


Calvery Episcopal church. 
Rev. P. 


Fauntlcroy rector, at Jefferson and 
Lafayette, 
was 
entirely 
wrecked. 


Part of it is on the Union club and 
the rest of it covers the street car 
tracks. 


Following Jefferson avenue south, 


the Memorial M. E. church of brick, 
corner of Accomac, was leveled. 


Smaller 
churches and 
parochial 


schools, with damaged fronts, can be 
seen further south, and at Miami 
street the old Saxon church of th« 
Holy Cross is a heap of ruins. 


The Conaordla seminary and tha 


publishing house are well battered up. 


North and west from 
Lafayette 


park, St. Kevin's church, on Park and 
Cardinal, escaped uuscathed. Comp- 
ton Hill Congregational church, La- 
fayette and Compton. had its cornice 
and part of the roof sheeting detached ; 
Compton Heights Christian church, St. 
Vincent and California, lost many 
bricks, and the Episcopal church, on. 
Grand and Lafayette, suffered slightly. 


St. Henry's church, California and 


Caroline, is wrecked. 


Rumor has it that a priest and some

coin were to be made an honest dollar.

Tho Globe-Bemoorat: In ono respect 


Governor Altgold wns wise In getting tho 
Cook county flreo sllvorltci to drop all 
mention of a ratio. Their platform at- 
tacks the gold standard, and demands tho 
"Immediate restoration of tho bimetallic 
system nnd tho free and unlimited coinage 
of gold nud «il.ver without waiting for 
any other nation " In this declaration 
Altgold's supporters follow the formula 
umilfl familiar by the pronnnelaiuentoeg 
of tho Blands. Hocgang, Vests rad Bar- 
rises. But in being silent about IB to 1 
or nny other proportion they take now 
ground. Bland and the other leaders of 
tho froo coinage wing of tho Demoaraoy 
will strongly oppose My "surrender" of 
tho old ratio for which they havo fought 
•o many battles. 


But Altfold can truthfully say that In 


refusing to tie himself to any particular 
proportion ho Is nearer the position of the 
founders In hla party than tha "16 to 1 or 
hunt" men have reached. To Jefferson 
tho question of tho establishment of • ra- 
tio nwolvwl Itself into an Inquiry into tho 
relnti\o market prtcos of the two metals, 
gold nnd silver. That, of conn*, wu the 
sensible position to taka.and it U th»only 
position whloh-can be maintained with 
any approach to sueows. Hamilton and 
Jefferson figured that gohlvwas about fif- 
teen times ai Talnabl*, 


weet'watching, breaking up, or reporting 
expeditious to Cuba in the Interest of the 
insurgents. The courts of the country 
have been 'invoked to punish American 
cItUeiwfor shipping arms and ammuni- 
tion to help n people who hnva sacrificed 
everything to break away from the chains 
of Spain, while at tbe same time Spain 
has been permitted to come into this mar- 
ket and purchase provisions and arms and 
ship ithom without let or hindrance to be 
used in fighting the Cubans.

It is evident 
the president is disposed to bold the Cu- 
bans by the throat In the hope that by j 
this assistance Spain may be able to whip 
and murder thorn Into subjection to Span- 
ish rule. Probably when he discovers 
that oven by his covert assistance Spain 
cannot subdue tbo Cubans ho will come 
out some fine morning and be intensely 
Cnban and flre platitudes Into Spain in 
groat shape. But that Is not the way tbe 
American people want It done. They are 
in favor of fair play in this ease ns they 
•were In the Hawaiian affair whore Cleve- 
land made n botch of tho matter. Tbe 
OnbnuB nro fighting for liberty from the 
rnle of monarchy. They have shown a 
willingness to sacrifice their fortunes and 
their 'Hves to soonre it. 
They have worn 


ont and whipped and forced one captain 
general to resign and Weyler, the second 
ono, has boon begging his government to 
can him home, while tho Cubans are 
camping about Havana and have absolute 
control of more than throe-fourths of all 
the territory In the Island. American 
seDtlmont says that under these condi- 
tions the Cubans should bo given a fair 
show. Grovor Cleveland says no. The 
American people demand that the Cubans 
shall bo conceded the rights of belliger- 
ents, the right to buy rations and arms in 
this country 
Orovor Cleveland snys no; 


that as president ho will piny tho big po 
licemnn for Spain, oven though he is In- 
sulted by Spain, and will uso tho revenue 
service nod the federal courts to see that 
the Cubans shall not buy n biscuit, or a 
cannon or n bullet or a shell from an 
American merchant to bo used in their 
wnr for sell-govornraent. But Cuba will 
get help 
In less than ono year MoKln- 


loy, who knows whnt liberty moans, will 
be inaugurated president and then Cuba 
will not itrottih out Us hand In valu

Look at the groat postal ser- 


vice, for Instance. Where in tbe world 
will yon find any private agency which 
docs so much and does it so well and at so 
little cost? And change of parties makes 
DO difference. 
Thorough honesty is the 


rule.|Tbo atmosphere of the White Bouse 
Is pure beyond that of any royal resi- 
dence, and this Is the most moral and 
peaceable city In tbo United States. If not 
In the world. It makes me langh when 
thorn good people come from Sew York 
and Cincinnati and away oat wert to bfjp 
reform

because they fought to redeem the grand- 
st principles, tho principles of national 
mlty. From tho first in the history of 
bis nation two ideas prevail as to the 
haracter of its government, some as- 
ertlng that It was a loose compact of 
tates each of which was sovereign and 
ould withdraw at any time. 
Others ns- 


orting that the states were merged in a 
ontral government from which 
they

The gods said that it would not close un- 
til some one would voluntarily oast him- 
self into it. All held back until Cnrtins 
stepped forward and bidding adieu to all 
that was dear disappeared In the depths. 
It closed at once and over it Borne rose to 
greatness. Thirty-five years ago this na- 
tion was startled by a chasm that yawned 
across our domain east and west. And 
ere that chasm would close three hundred 
thousand men had to bid adieu to all that 
was dear and disappear from earth forev- 
er. Over that chasm, closed forever, this 
nation is rising to nnparalolled grandeur. 
Let it never forget the men who sleop 
beneath its foundation stones. 


Bnt again I exalt not only because as 


redeeming this republic they redeemed 
great principles but because of the motive 
that led them to do it. That motive was 
love. Back of every great redemption lies 
love. Bock of that great redemption of 
all the redemption of man lies the love of 
God. 
Back of this redemption of our re- 


public lies love for It. Not glory. Not 
money. Who would think of doing the 
physical labor that tho soldier did for the 
salary he received? Who would think of 
giving up tho time and tho business he 
did. 
Who would think of running the 


risk of disease for that? 
Who would 


think of doing the lighting for that' 
Why.it was worth more than that to fight 
the gray backs. Let those who growl 
about pensions paid to these men consider 
these things. How do I know that it 
was love? 
Because they did things that 


only lovo would do. 


The spontaneous uprising. Men "of all 


classes. Business and professional. ' Men 
so young that it might be said of some of 
them as was said of Napoleon's men they 
had learned to use a sword before theyknew 
how to nse a razor. 
The deeds that only 


love could do. They went against foe en- 
trenched. Theypabored under the disnd 
vantage of the aggressors. When tbo 
Scotch woman's babe was carried away by 
the eagle not even the sailor conld climb 
tho dizzy height bnt tho mother did and 
rescued her child; love did it. 
So love 


for the flag carried the men of the North 
to the heights of Lookout, Missionary 
Bldge, Gulp's Hill and the bloody ceme- 
tery of Gettysburg. Love led them to pay 
tho price of redemption. It always costs 
to redeem. It cost the blood of the son 
of God to redeem this world. It cost the 
blood of three hundred thousand to re- 
deem this nation.

St. Louis, Mo., May 30.—Roacua work 


Is still being prosecuted, but with little 
energy or system. 


The moral certainty that none of 


those yet remaining beneath the debris 
are living caused work to be stopped near- 
ly all over the devastated portions of the 
city. That there are bodies In many 
places Is not denied and that the authori- 
ties know where the remains of many of 
the unfortunates are is conceded, but no 
effort is being made to take the bodies 
from underneath the masses of brick and 
mortar which 
cover them. At some 


placiss decomposition has set in and the 
stench will 
soon bo terrible unless the 


citizens recover from their apathy, and it 
will be of such magnitude as to breed pes- 
tilence and disease. 


About these places aro gathered crowds 


of the curious, who do nothing in the 
way of rescuing the bodies. 


In some localities the city authorities 


have police guarding the ruins. Tho 
crowds are kept away by means of ropes 
and the police do not know whon the 
work of rescuing the bodies will begin 
again. Nor does there seem to be any 
activity to be expected from tho officials 
in charge. 
The representatives of the 


relief organizations say this work docs 
not come under their jurisdiction, nnd 
tho city officials who were scon today 
could not toll when the city would begin 
tho work of rescue. 


Mayor,,Walbrldgo was not in his office 


during the day, and tho Health depart- 
ment said the commission had nothing to 
do with thisjfcind of work. A represen- 
tative of the health commission said it 
was the duty of the mayor.nnd the money 
necessary for such work is at his disposal. 


There aro thousands of unemployed 


laborers in St. Louis, and the. mayor is 
allowed a contingent fund of $13,000, 
which could be utlli/.cd.

Th o streets still aro dark. 
The entire street car system of tho 


South Side, with its seventy-three miles 
of track, still is inoperative, and tho tele- 
phone calls aro unanswered.

A DREADFUL CALAMITY- 


Four Hundred Thousand People In Mos- 


cow Waiting for a Ilanqnet Tnunp 


Each Other to Death. 


Moscow, May 30.—A dreadful calamity 


occurred here this morning in connection 
with the coronation festivities. 
On a 


great plain in front of Petrovisky pal.ico, 
long rows of tables had been erected, and 
vast quantities of provisions gathered to 
give a free banquet to 500,000 peasants. 
As everything was about ready for the 
feast a great multitude ofjhnngry people, 
many of whom had been fasting for twen- 
ty-four hours, suddenly moved by some 
inexplicable impulse, pressed forward, 
carrying everything before them, over- 
turning tables, trampling hundreds un- 
der foot, crushing tho life out of a great 
many, including ono poor woman who 
gave birth to a child during the excite- 
ment. The police and military forces 
finally succeeded in restoring order and 
carted away the dead and injured. Tho 
czar and czarina are much distressed over 
the affair and havo given orders for tho 
relief of bereaved families.

Patient* Burled InKufns. 


Health Coi imissioner Starkoff made 


tho startling announcement tonight that, 
ifter checking up the list of patients in 
tho city hospital, ho discovered thirty-five 
missing. 


Hu believes some of those may havo 


run from tho institution shortly after the 
collapse of tho walls. A number of the 
missing, especially those confined in the 
consumption ward, wore bed-ridden prac- 
tically and nro thought to be buried lu 
tho ruins. As soon as this discovery was 
made the commissioner directed fifty la- 
borers and put them at work on tho 
ruins. It became dark before they had 
been at work more than twenty minutes, 
and torches wore secured, by the flicker- 
ing lipht of which they toiled "away at 
the mass of broken timbers and brick. 


So far they have been unable to make 


an appreciable headway, and it will be 
noon tomorrow before they havo cleared 
away sufficient of tho debris to verify or 
disprove the suspicions of tho^commis- 
siouer. 


Thoy made ono discovery, [however, 


shortly bofore midnight, and saved one 
life. Jn one corner of the consumptive 
ward they found a patient in, bed alive, 
but almost starved to death.

THE COUNTRY PRESS AND PARTY 


What a Chicago Editor Had to Say at the 


Feorla Meeting. 


At the annual meeting of the Illinol 


Republican Editorial Association 
a 


Peorla the Hon. T. C. McMillan, of the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean, read a paper on the 
Country Press and Party. 


He said: "The phrase 'the country 


press,' may need some slight defining 


"The 'big city dally* with Us news col 


looting franchises, its staff manned bn 
reans, its special correspondents, its ex 
elusive telegraph lines, its varied depart 
ments, Its special wirters, its extraardin 
ary conditions, Its enormous editions, Its 
large field, its wonderful resources—in 
world, its wealth—seems to be brought 
directly Into this suggested comparison 
and, apparently, everything that Is not in 
the catalogue of tho 'big daily' is classed 
as the 'country press.' 


Without discussing apqustioning the 


correctness of this definition or compari- 
son, let us consider, very briefly, what is 
its misson, and who are they who make it. 
This view, presented in rudest outlines 
is by one whose entire newspaper life 
has been spent on the city journals, and 
yet who for over twenty years has enjoyed 
the most Intimate relations with the press 
of the state—relation which rarely fall to 
;he lot of the average city newspaper 
man. 


"What Is the country paper? It Is like 


ts more pretentious metropolitan con- 
temporary—the hasty history of the day. 


Its range may not be so extended, Its 


constituency may be and is within a uar 
rower circle; but Its aim is precisely the 
same. Occasionally some member of that 
unorganized band called, for convenience, 
the Paragraphers' Association.' may at- 
;empt an Illtlmed or weak witticism at 
ihe expense of the country editor, as the 
country editor, or his headers, over some 
ooal or editorial note, but the day has 
gone by for any intelligent person to give 
.ny more heed to such outbreaks than to 
.ny Illconsidered remark of one who may 
be well dressed but not well bred. 
The 


ountry paper deals with practical life— 
be life of its renders. It is intenssely In- 
llvidual. The general features of the 
big city dally' ore in striking contrast to 
bis strong, steady personality. There are 
ewer theories and more facts. 
The idea 


eerns to be that when there are enough 
acts known, then the theories may be 
onstructed. 
" What Is its field? It Is sad that nearly 


ialf the people in Chicago change their 
residences every two years. If this be tue, 
ven relatively, home tie and that affec- 
lon .for a locality or a dwelling which so 
many feel aud nourish elsewhere fade 
»way, i nd thoro is as little'settling down' 
s though one werj 'boarding' round' or a 
trolling actor or a circus rider. 
The 


onntry paper is for the community whose 
esldents are fixtures. They know more 
ir less of one another. 
This lends to the 


inper the kindly offices of a mutual friend. 
It is the ever-welcome guest in the home, 
ind the store, and the office. 
It reaches 


am Hies and brings them closer together. 
its columns are read by all, and—better 
till—they are read to bo remembered. 


Your city reader la so lazy, be has such 


a large paper, that he skins over the head 
ines, or at least selects a lew things in 
which be Is most interested, and is com- 
lulled to drop all of the remainder. You 
lo not require a city roan to remind you 
what careful and critical readfcrs you hove 
Iways watching your every utterance, 
lipplngs, contribution, advertisements 
and all, and measuring them from a high 
tandard. The person who- makes the best 
ity newspaper reader is the one who beat 
upports his local paper. 
The highest 


permanent benefit which can come to the 
city newspaper is In this distribution of 
intronngu This may be seen and very for- 
Jbly Illustrated in the realm of religions 
jenuvolenco. 
No 
systematic giving 


encbes its highest plane which would 
ultlvate foreign mission fields at the 01- 
)enso of home fields, and vice versa. In 
he world of labor it is an incontrovertible 
loctrlne that home industries, which are 
ho bone and sinews of the land, should 
)e maintained. 


In ethics,! t is set down as a corner 
tone principle that ho that provitleth 
ot for his own Is worse than un Infidel. 
)oes any thoughtful person think ior one 
noment that the cheap book era has driv 
n the really good book out of thu market? 
'he numbers have multiplied, but their 
baraoter has been raised in a correspoiid- 
ng degree. 
"We have endeavored briefly 


o define what it is and to describe Its field 
which leads us to inquire what is its mis- 
Ion? And here we revert again to the 
big city daily,' In nn eastern metropolis 
re two great journals; one counts its ad 
ertlslng and news columns by,the hun- 
reds and its editions by tho hundreds of 
honsands: the other measures its ml- 
ertislng columns by the dozens and its 
^ditlons by tho thousands, nnd yet the 
ower respect nnd influence with the pub- 
c and in public matters, the letter's posi- 
ion is the much more commanding one 
—its utterances mold public opinion and 
hade legislation—while 
the 
former, 


which is read extensively and patronized 


iy nearly all classes, is practically with- 
ut weight among the leaders of men. 
"Illinois has been extremely fortunate 


n the character of her country press so- 
alled. It would herIdicnlons to men- 
ion names. But I do not hesitate to eay 
bat onr state country press is composed of 
lewspopers second to none in the United 
States. Fast mails may have cut into 
hem and may continue to do so; but 
bey can never retire that class of news- 
lapers that publish dailies, semi-weeklies 
ind weeklies thiougbout the state. And 
t would, be a sorry day for the 'big city 
allies' when they undertoook this task. 
The great universities may absorb from 


listant polnst The sturdy well man- 
aged lesser colleges and seminaries and 
tcademies and high schools will continue 
heir work as 
before—all the more 


borough and complete because their fields 
re circumscribed. 
The greater wholesale establishments in 
be metropolitan centers may draw their 
lusiness from remote regions,but tbe local 
xmnnercial bouses will still continue. 


"The mission of tbe country local paper 


will be fulfilled only by itself. It cannot 


be done by any outside force or agency 
It is the local historian and will so con 
tlnne. From its columns the wider chron 
icles will be written. 


"This is where the relation of the 


country paper to the party appears prom 
inently. 


"It is emphatically near the people and 


tbe people are near it. It can reach them 
as no other agency can. 
The day of the 


campaign literature document is over and 
gone. The most effective way to reach 
tbe man who reads is through the regu 
larly published newspaper. The special 
ly prepared document is too often con- 
signed to the waste basket or the stove. 


"The educational feature of the news- 


paper is here discovered.. 
Our leaders 


who ore planning to influence the public 
thought will hereafter begin much earlier. 
The literature whose object !s to effect the 
public mind must be In shape long in ad 
vance of the active, actual canvass. 
As 


this paper is the mutual friend of the 
community tho welcome guest in the 
homes of its readers, and strong because 
of its personal traits, so it will be influ- 
ential with men in guiding them into 
right thinking ipmerceptibly and long in 
advance of any seeming need of public 
action. 


Also, because of those elements, seeks to 


reflect the suntiinonts of its constituency, 
rather than to dominate that constituency. 
As It Is close to the great heart of tho 
people, it knows best how thatgreat heart 
beats. It will not strive to mislead, but 
rather will, in a proper spirit and sense, 
expound principles once they aro enun- 
ciated. 


The country press unred-rates its influ- 


ence on the great public questions of the 
day. A distinguished statesman bus said 
that If he lived in tbe country, he would 
rather a great deal have any big city daily 
oppose him than to have his local paper 
oppose him. The examples are neither 
'ew nor hard to find of a practically unit- 
ed press of a leading city being against a 
public man who was a candidate before 
(he people, and yet that candlate was elec- 
ted, 
notwithstanding the opposition. 


While such instances have occurred prob- 


bly in many places, still they are infre- 


quent in the less populous communities. 


"Tbe readers of the country paper reads 


everything and what is more to the 
lolnt, they discuss everything. 
They are 


very generally well acquainted with pub- 
ic affairs. 
"This thoroughness Is characteristic 


if most of your work and workers. 
For 


ixarnple, the useful supervisor or county 
official becomes tho efficient legislator. 
The young man who works out of the 
urm into the town ana out of tho town 
nto the ctiy, becomes the successful city 
man . These are commonplace illustra- 
ilons, perfectly familiar to yon all. 


"With this field and this mission, the 


question seems rather to be the relation 
if the party to the country press than the 
elation of the country press to the party.

LUMBER YARD FIRE. 


The Colby Bros. Suffer a Heavy 


Loss on Wabash Avenue. 


DAMAGE, $15,000 INSURANCE, $11,000 


A Difficult Job for the Firemen, but 


They Managed It Well- 


Hard 
Work 
for 


Many Hours. 


From the Dally of Friday 


Shortly before 5 o'clock this morning 


fire broke out in the Colby Bros, lumber 
yard between Wabash avenue and the Wa- 
bosh tracks, and within two hours the 
lumber yard was almost entirely destroy- 
ed 
The damage on buildings and stock 


as near as can be estimated will probably 
reach $16,000 or more. The insurance 
was $11,000. It is the general opinion 
that the place was set on fire. 


The flro started in the southwest part 


of the lumber yard in a building where 
shingles, laths and light lumber was 
stored. 
The fire spread rapidly and by 


she time the fire department hod respond- 
ed to the alarm which was sent in the 
flames had crept from one pile of lumber 
to another until almost tho whole place 
was on fire. Tho firemen were powerless 
to put the flro out but they prevented it 
from spreading to any other buildings 
On tho north end of the yard facing Wa- 
3ash avenue was a stable and storehouse 
where sashes and doors were kept. They 
soon caught fire from tho burning piles of 
umber and wore entirely 
destroyed. 


Only a few piles of rough lumber and the 
little office building on the oast side of the 
place were saved. The lumber yard was 
heavily stocked for the building season 
and all of tbe higher grade of lumber was 
burned. 


Before the firemen arrived the flames 


spread with 
wonderful 
rapidity and 


ihreatened the other buildings in the vi- 
cinity. 
Several streams of water played 


on the fire but tho big piles of lumber 
smouldered for hours afterward and were 
ready to break out in flames at any time 
The firemen simply flooded tho place 
with water. 


The members of the firm and persons 


Iving in the neighborhood were of the 
>pinion that the lumber yard had been 
set, on fire. The blaze might have started 
rom a passing locomotive but it is most 
iKely that that the fire was of incendiary 
irigin. 


The Loss and Insurance. 


It is impossible to correctly estimate 


ihe damage done by tho flro. Mr. Colby 
said that he hod no idea what his loss 
was. 
Every day lumber had been taken 


:iway and brought to tbe place and he 
would not attempt to estimate the extent 


>f the damago. There were two build- 
ngs on tho place, the barn and store- 
house, and a large lumber shed 160x100 
eet in dimensions which was situated 
.long the railroad track. These were 
iwned by H E. Foster from whom the 
property Is leased by the lumber firm. 
Mr. Foster estimated his loss on tho 
buildings at 11,500. He carried $150 with 
Montgomery & Smill In the Home Insur- 
ancn company. 


Colby Bros, carried $11,000 on their

ST. Louis, June 3.—The crowds that 


Applied for relief at the merchants' ex- 
change yesterday exceeded those of 
»ny day since the calamity. 


Boom 420, headquarters of the relief 


committee, was thronged during the 
morning with men and women bereft 
of 
every earthly possession. 
The 


work of the organized charities in the 
districts to which they had been us- 
signed was as thorough as possible on 
Sunday. Even then there were many 
who could not be reached—many who 
hud found refuge with friendsut a dis- 
tance from the scenes of disaster. 


These came forward yesterday in 


swarms. They applied at headquar- 
ters and at the district stations estab- 
lished in the midst of the ruins. 


With new applicants for aid came 


additional subscriptions to tho relief 
fund and persons offering their ser- 
vices to tho committee. 


Men and women of St. Louis used to 


luxury and oa»e arc giving their labor 
us well as their money to relieve these 
applicants. They lire going down into 
tho midst of the misery and want in 
the tornado'H path, boiling their finery 
and undergoing hardships. 


While almost all the buffarcrs had 


been removed with their household 
ciYocts to shelter on Sunday, there re- 
main many whose property i.s still 
threatened with destruction from the 
ruin. 
Mora wagons are needed for 


these, aud tho committee ask.s that 
they be furnished :is speedily ns possi- 
ble. 
Tarpaulins arc also requested 


for the purpose of protecting property, 
that can not bo removed, 


Tho committee wishes additional 


volunteers from tho women of the 
city. There is much sowing to bo 
done and machines ure already being 
provided. 
Additions to the clerical 


force at tho committee headquarters 
arc ulso desired. The force already at 
work is almost exhausted. 


During the morning yesterday a 


comiilittuc from the Queen's Daughters 
reported at committee headquarters.

SENATE. 


WASHraeTON, June 3.—An eight- 


hour session of the senate was wound 
up to-day by the passage of the bill to 
prohibit the issuance of interest-bear- 
ing bonds without the consent of con- 
gress. All amendments with a motion 
to postpone were voted down by a ma- 
jority of seven, and the bill was passed 
by a like majority —32 to 25. 


A speech was made early in the day 


by the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, on 
the Dingley emergency tariff bill. In 
his remarks he intimated that demo- 
cratic senators were ao much afraid 
that the populists were going to get 
the better of them that they hur ried 
to become populists themselves by 
voting for the free-coinage substitute 
to the Dingley bill. This substitute 
he characterized as a "legislative 
whim," illustrating the old apothegm 
that "Men are bat children of a larger 
growth." 


The conference report on the Indian 


appropriation bill (as to Indian citizen- 
ship) was discussed from the close of 
Mr. Morrill's speech until one o'clock, 
when the morning hour expired and 
the bill to prohibit the issuance of 
bonds without the consent of congress 
was taken up. 


To that bill an amendment was of- 


fered by Mr. Aldrich (B. X) to add the 
words "unless, in case of emergency, 
it is necessary to preserve the public 
credit." 


The bill was advocated by Senators 


Brown (Utah) and Teller (Col.), and 
was opposed^by Senators Allison (Iowa) 
and Chandler (N. H.). 


Mr. Cannon declared that the great 


beating heart of the great Intel-moun- 
tain states was for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, and took for 
its leader Henry M. Teller, of Colo- 
rado, not John Sherman, of Ohio. 


Mi*. Allison characterized the risk of 


a relapse into the condi tions which 
prevailed between 1790 and 1809 as a 
most unwise and unjust thing, and 
said that no part of the people of the 
United States could be benefitted by 
such a relapse. 


Mr. Chandler appealed to democratic 


senators not to vote a want of con- 
fidence in the president of the Uutyed 
States and the secretary of ihe treas- 
ury, who were ir . i of their own, party 
and of their ov. i choice. 


Mr. Teller said that he did not be- 


lieve that the gold people need have 
any or ever had any fears of McKinley 
or of his attitude on the money ,pjues- 
tion.

The river and harbor appropriation 


bill was passed over the president's 
veto by the unexpectedly heavy vote 
of 220 yeas to 80 nays. There were, 
comparatively, so few votes in the neg- 
ative that it was found impossible to 
pair absent members in favor of the 
bill. The republicans, with practical 
unanimity, and 39 democrats, with one 
populist, made up the affirmative vote, 
while tfie negative vote was about 
equally divided between the repub- 
licans and democrats, five populists 
voting with them. 


After hearing the report of Chair- 


man Hooker, reciting the arguments 
in favor of passing the bill over the 
veto, the house, by an overwhelming 
vote, refused to listen to any debate, 
despite the vigorous protest of Mr. 
Dockery (dem., Mo.), who_ denounced 
the course taken as "unjust, unfair 
and unmanly." 


The remainder of the session mainly 


was taken xip with the argument on 
the contested-election case of Mitchell 
vs. Walsh, from the eighth New York 
district, and voting upon it.

CONDITION OF CROPS 


Reported by Directors of Several 


Climate and Crop Sections. 


EXCEPT WHERE AFFECTED BY DROUGHT 


Or in Sections Suffering from Too Much 


Precipitation, the Week Has Been 


Favorable to Growth—Re- 


ports by States. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—The reports as to 


the condition of the crops thrcugbout 
the country and the general effect of 
the weather upon the growth, cultiva- 
tion and harvest of same, were yester- 
day made by the directors of the sev- 
eral climate and crop sections. The 
reports received at Chicago were as 
follows: 


Except in the states of the lower 


Missouri and central Mississippi val- 
leys, where several local storms and 
heavy rainfall have caused much dam- 
age, and over the western portion of 
the gulf states, where drought is be- 
coming more or lebs serious, the past 
week has been generally favorable. 
Too much rain has greatly interfered 
with corn cultivation in Iowa, Mis- 
souri, southern Illinois and Kentucky, 
where the crop is grassy. 


Winter wheat harvest is well ad- 


vanced in Texas and Oklahoma, and as 
far north as the southern portions of 
Kansas, Missouri and Illinois. Wheat 
is ripening in Indiana and Ohio. Cot- 
ton has continued to make good prog- 
ress, and, except over the southwest 
portion of the cotton region, the crop 
has made good growth and is fruiting 
well. The week has been exception- 
ally favorable for transplanting to- 
bacco, which has been nearly com- 
pleted in Kentucky and Virginia. 


Illinois—The week has been show- 


ery, with violent storms in, southwest 
and south portions with much dam- 
age. The land is too wet for work 
and corn cultivation has been delayed 
and some replanting has been done. 
Wheat harvest is just beginning in ex- 
trema south portion, aud rye harvest in 
favored fields in central and north 
portions. 
Clover cutting beginning. 


Oats rank growth, gardens and pota- 
toes excellent, broom corn a good 
stand. 


Kansas—Very warm with much rain 


iu east, part of the state and but little 
in west part. Unfavorable conditions 
for grains in west portion. Much work 
done in the fields and corn growing 
well. Wheat harvest begun in south. 
t\ Missouri—Excessive rains except in 
some central mid northwest counties 
delayed farm work and caused much 
additional damage by floods and wash- 
ing. 
Severe local storms also did 


much damages in places. 
Corn very 


foul; some rust in wheat; other crops 
doing 
well. 
Wheat harvest com- 


menced in south. 


Kentucky—Temperature 
and sun- 


shine nearly normal. Excessive rains 
and high winds in southern and west- 
ern counties damaged crops. 
Corn 


growing nicely, but becoming weedy. 
Pastures, meadows, oats and hemp 
greatly improved. Wheat ready to cut 
in southern counties. Fine season for 
tobacco, and settings completed. 


Ohio—Very favorable week. Some 


corn in south portion of state received 
second cultivation. Wheat maturing 
rapidly and heads filling well, but 
straw short and thin on ground; crop 
past any further or special improve- 
ment; also damaged by fly and rust. 
Considerable tobacco set.

JUDGE FOUKE TELLS A STORY. 


The Vnnitnlla Jurist Was In the 
Mnrt'el 


House During the Tornado. 


Among tho fatalities reported first as 


tho result of the St. Louis tornado was 
the nmno of Judge Fouke, of Vandalla* 
one of the judges of tho Springfield cir- 
cuit. Ha wns badly hurt but not killed. 
Tho judge has written a letter, to James 
B. Hicks, Taylorville, relating his experi- 
ence. Hero is tho letter: 


"Vandalia, III., May 31, 1896.—My 


Dear Bicks—Your letter and telegram 
wore received for which I am so grateful. 
I can oasily conceive the feeling of all my 
friends, both at tho unfortunate and for- 
tunate news from East St. Lonis. I was 
in tho Martol hotel when tho crash cnmc, 
and it was crushed like an ogg shell, and 
I was underneath tbe whole; was held 
down by heavy timbers across my back: 
for two hours I wns in tho most extreme 
agony. 
Thoy say that It took seven men 


to lift the weight with prys in their 
hands. I was carried to a boarding bouse 
where I remained until 1 o'clock fn the 
morning,and then tnkon on a truck to tbe 
hospital and taken from there home. I 
am much improved; no bones broken or 
serious injuries, "but out ot tho ling." 
Did you ever try to hold up a two story 
hotel on your back? Don't try it. It 
hurts. 
Give my kindly remembrances to 


your family and all my friends. 
Tell 


Major Vandoveer that I uow understand 
why Mr. Atlas was round shouldered un- 
der his waist. I will see you nil shortly.
